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Auwost exnetly two thousand years 
ago, in tho reign of Wu-ti of the Hans, 
China for tho first time attacked and 
captured Yarkund, Tho Chinese Em- 
pire was at the timo in its first youth, 
having been founded about « bundred 
and thirty years previously by the 
great Shi-hwang-ti, and, though for a 
time the State evemed likely to fall to 
pieces under his degenerate son, it had 
revived under the able rale of the 
house of Han. Since that time China 
has claimed traditionally to rule over 
Eastern Turkestan, though in the course 
of events sho has more frequently been 
overran herself by invaders from the

West and North-West. In the early days 
of the Hans, China bad none of~that 
exclasiveness which has marred ber in 
the days of her decadence. Pressed 
by the Tarks on the North-west 
frontier, her statesmen had conceived 
the bold idea of opening up communi« 
cations with the nations inhabiting the 
Upper Orus, who, like herself, had 
heavy scores to settle with the Turkish 
invaders, Although the proposed alli« 
ance did not come off, China discovered 
that beyond the rade bordor tribes were 
nations as civilized and powerfol as 
herself, and with these she determined 
to open commercial intercourse. Fore. 
most amongst the nations of Asia in 
these days was Parthia, and to Parthia 
an Ambassador was sccordingly sent. 
He was received with great pomp by 
the Parthian King, who sent » large 
escort of oavalry to meet him at. the 
frontier, and conduct him thence to 
the capital. He found the Parthian 








‘and | Monarch willing to enter into his 


views, and a Parthian Embassy was 
accordingly sent back to China, where it 
was treated with distinguished honours, 
the Emperor himself acting as the host 
rious productions 
and amusements of the Empire. China 
sent silk goods and other fancy articles 
to Parthia, and received in turn jewel- 
jory aud works of art for which the 
‘Western world was famous. So things 
would in all probability have gone on, 
bat for the ever-restless tribes on the 
Northern frontier. ‘They became jenlous 
of the rich caravans passing and: re- 
passing almost before their eyes, and 
presently they stirrod up # feeling of 
discontent amongst the people inhabit 
ing Wav, tho prosont Yarkand. China 
ind, partly by throats and partly by 
enjollory, exacted from thexo » tribute 
of Shén horses, apparoutly the same as 
the Niswan breed so highly prized by 
the Greeks; and the Yarkandese, think- 
ing they could with impunity beard so 
distant a power as China, refused to send 
the regalar supply, and weut so far as to 
rob someof the caravans passing through 
their territory. The Chinese, vexed at 
the stoppage of their trade, equipped 
8 powerful army to punish the re. 
calcitrant city ; but the march through 
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the Gobi desert proved too much for ita 
endurance, and it had to retire ignomin- 
iously with a loss of nearly nine-tenths 
of its original strength. The Emperor 
would not, however, be daunted by this 
want of success, but atrained every 
means to place another and more 
poworfal army in the field. This army 
with’ great difficalty passed the deserts 
lying around Lake Lob, and at last 
arrived before Yarkand much reduced 
in nambers, and almost exhausted. 
Regular seige was laid to the city, and 
after forty days the ouier defences 
were destroyed, and the inhabitants 
took refuge in the inner city. Treachery 
now commenced to do its work. The 
city was dependent for its water supply 
then as now on the river flowing 
without, and the Chinese bad brought 
skilled mon with them to divert the 
streams. The notables of the city 
consulted together: thoy said that tho 
foult lay pot with thomsolves, but with 
thoir King, who had boon the means of 
tho innult offered to tho Uhinouo. ‘Lhey 
docapitatd him, thoroforo, aud vont the 
hoad to the Chinese, offering to agreo 
to terms. Tho Chiveso wore in nearly 
as great straits as the inhabitante. 
‘Their supplies wore nearly exhausted, 
and little or nothing was to be had 
in the country; on their flanks the 
Karakoolies were hovering ready to 
take advantage of any turn in the 
courso of events, and the people in the 
city were not yet defeated, aud were 
about to sink wells for their own 
supply of water, ‘Tho Chiuese General 
thought discretion the better part of 
valour; he accepted the punishmont of 
tho King as a reparation for his 
misdeeds, and agreed to be content, 
besides, with the delivery of the Shén 
horses in the city and supplies for his 
troops, promising as soon as these 
torma were fulfilled to retire. The 

nditions were fulfilled on both sides, 
bo Chinese General selected a now 
King and invested him, took a sufficient 
number of the Shén horses and retired. 
The people of Kashgar had refused 
to afford supplies to his forces on 
tho march, and one of his lie 
tenants was sent to punish the it 
habitants, These, alarmed at the re- 
sult of the operations at Yarkand, sub- 
mitted. Their King fled into the Pamir, 
to tho slopes of which ho wns chased 
by the Chinese. Content with theso 
suceosses, the army returned to China, | 
whero it was received with great! 
honour, and for a considerable time 
no farther troubles arose on the! 
Western frontier. It was daring this! 
period that the first knowledge of 
China and the Chinese reached tho 

















West. The Parthians formed an 
effective barrier between Rome and 
the Far East, aud all intercourse 
bad to be strained through this 
most impenetrable medium. Parthia 
was, however, in commercial relation- 
ship on the one hand with Rome 
aud on the other with China, aud 
the commodities of the two countries 
did in some degree manage to pass the 
barrier. Like most Turauian peoples, 
the Parthians could not be got to re- 
coguise the advantages of freedom of 
trade; and jealousy of the Roman 
power doubtless acted as a spar to 
their obstractiveness. Their Western 
frontier was guarded as carefully as 
the borders of China, and only at one 
or two spots were trading marts opened 
under restrictions as close as those of 
China of modern times. Rome never 
seriously attempted the invasion of 
Parthia, aud henco the Weat gained 
only the moxt romote knowlodgo of 
tho great. powor in the Kant, In nddi- 
tion Lo thin, the Han dynunty, tile mont 
othor dynaxtion in the Kast, soon fell 
from its early state of activity, It 
succeeded in driving to the slopes of the 
Altai, the Turkish tribes who for many 
centuries had pressed upon the fertile 
provinces of China; but the victory 
once gained, it rapidly sunk into 
insignificance. Instead of promoting 
commerce with other countries, it 
adopted the exclusive policy which 
has since marked Chinese statesman- 
ship. Distant enterprises were given 
up and foreign intercourse was dis- 
couraged. China for many centuries 
dropped out of the recollection of the 
West, and it was not till the all-con- 
quering power of the Mongols again 
opened the gates of Central Asia that 
stories of the wealth aud power uf far- 
distant Cathay a second time reacbed 
the shores of Earope.

The first half of this week was observed 
as a holiday, in consequence of the Races, 
which were held on Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, with the usual “off day” on 
Thursday. Business was entirely suspended 
on the first three days, and numbors of 
the non-sporting members of tho com- 
munity took advantage of the interval to 
indulge in up-country excursions. The 
attendance on the course was nevertheless 
as numerous as ever, and the sport 
generally being good, the interest was main- 
tained throughout. ‘The most peculiar 
feature was the extraordinary weather 
which prevailed ; on Monday the sun was 
80 hot as to remind one of July, Tuesday 
was dull with frequent showers, Wednesday 
afternoon being again bright, but with a 
cold wind prevailing, chilling everybody to 
the bone.—A full report of the racing is 
given elsewhere. 

‘The French Municipal Council have ro- 
plied to the communication of the new 
Rules for the Conservation of the Hwang- 
poo, in the sense we have always advocated. 
‘They consider it is a matter which should 
be entrusted to a Committee, acting under’ 
the control of the Consular body, and com- 
posed of delegates from the two Municipal- 
ities and the Chinese Authorit 

It is satisfactory to po that the 
great question alluded to in the above 
Paragraph is likely to attract more 
persevering attention, and therefore lead 
to more vigorous action. We entirely 
concur in the observations of our corres- 
pondent “Silt” (whose letter is given on 
another page), and also in his proposal 
that a more careful and elaborate report 
should be prepared. If only a few of our 
leading residents would put their shoulders 
to the wheel and keep them there, acting 
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vigorously and unitedly together—cease- 
lesaly keeping the question before the 
attention of the Chinese authorities— 
wo cannot but think that the end desired 
would be accomplished. Official stupidity, 
pretended or real, should not be allowed to 
vanquish Western intelligencc—which it has 
been doing all along in this grave matte: 
through supineness and want of united 
application. Let the members of our great 
mercantile community be at once up and 
doing, and let a public meeting be called, 
at which in accordance with “Silt’s” pro- 
posal, a committee of Landrenters could be 
elected to take the matter up, and form a 
channel through which the full weight of 
public opinion could be brought to bear. 
‘There is no doubt as to the unity of public 
opinion on the subject. What is wanted is 
united action, or, in a very few years, 
there will be united regret. 

An address has been issued by the 
Native Tea Guild to the Shanghai Cham- 
ber of Commerco on the subject of the 
‘ono pound allowance from the weight 
of ench package of tea, ‘Tho Guild may

that the “settlement of all transactions 
has invariably been based on the weight 
given by the scale.” That an adverse 
decision will be given to the Chamber 
of Commerce proposal is certain, because, 
apparently forgetting the previously-stated 
“compulsion to avait the arrival of the 
now teas and the assembly of mer- 
chants in Shanghai, before a reply can 
be given,” the Guild distinctly say that 
the request now made for the allowance 
of one pound per package, “appears to 
be unreasonable, and they see no 
reason for departing from established 



































custom.” ft will be well, perhaps, after 
this, to await the reply that will be given 
to the Chamber's proposition after the 


assembly of the merchants in Shanghai. 

We are glad to see that our brief c 
ment on the Address has been the means of 
eliciting some expressions of opinion from 
merchants and others.

Vers of the Grand Council to the Board of 
Punishments, for the adjudication of penal- 
ties, because they have failed to suggest 
remedies for the present state of distress.

AFFAIRS IN CHINA. 

‘Tar present position of affairs in China 
is not critical, because people have 
become accustomed to a state of things 
which in every other country under 
heaven would be regarded as franght 
with peril. If any other country in 
Europe or Asia were in the con- 
dition in which China now is, all the 
sister kingdoms would po concerned 
about the state of the buffering and 
much tried realms. The extraordinary 
and exceptional character of tho i 
tutions and people of China remove her 
from the category which includes other 
nations, and men cease to wonder at 
anomalies and difficulties which, if they 
beset Tarkey or Egypt or any Christian 
State (supposing for the sake of arga- 
ment that a Christian State could by 
any possibility be in this case), would 
stir up neighbouring powers to intor- 
fero and oblige them to call a general 
Council or Conference to consider the 
stopa necossary to readjust the relations 
of governors aud governed. A state 
of docorous auarchy, however, appears 
to be, the normal condition of China. 
‘Tho expression is paradoxical, but wo 
know of no phraso which oxprossos 
moro accurately tho peculiar position of 
tho great central Iand. And matters 
havo continued in their present condi- 
tion so long, that, in spite of 
impending collapse, there seems no 
reason why tho tottering and rifted 
fabric should not continue to exist 
always apparently on the eve of falling, 
but somehow, as the proverbial saying 
goes, “more by good luck than good 
mauagement” continuing to preserve its 
imporilled and insecure existence. The 
loug minority of the Emperors and the 
exhausted state of the country, w 
has never really recovered the effects 
of the Taiping rebellion, have been 
heavy weights roand the neck of Chins, 
and as she has been too timid to cast 
in her lot boldly with the progressive 
nations of the West, things have gone 
from bad to worse. Fourteen years 
ago China had undoubtedly a magnifi- 
cont opportunity. ‘The exhausted state 
of the country mado the people anxious 
for any changes which promised roliof 
to thoir sufforings. Opposition to 
chango and progress must como from 
the people or from the Govornment. 
Now, after the repression of the T: 
ping rebellion, the people, though of 
course there was much prejudice against 
Western nations amongst them, were 
80 broken and wearied with war that 
they would have cleerfally accepted 
any new measure that had a gleam of 
hope in thom, and gladly welcomed any 
new men who might come with 
schemes that gave any prospect of 
relief. We are not saying that at the 
peculiar juncture, prejudice against 
foreigners had ceased, but it was not 
so strong as to create apprehension that 
the Government would be hindered in 





























whelming popular feeling. In fact, the 
spring and elasticity of the popular 
character, never very strong or resilient, 
were crushed down, and nothing was to 
be feared from that quarter. Tho 
Government had it in their own hands, 
bat the opportunity was frittered away, 
and now calamity, perhaps greater 
than the rebellion, is visiting the land 
and finds her utterly upprepared to 
stand up against the crashing blow 
that is falliog upon ber c! The 
disturbance in the usvally uvfailing 
character of the summer monsoon: 
seems to be accountable for the failure 
of the necessary rainfall in the North 
and the occurrence of an excessive rain- 
fall in the South. The southern mari- 
time provinces, Kwangtuvg and Fab- 
kien, were deluged with rain and wasted 
witl disastrous floods, and the northern 
provinces, Shense,Honau and Sbantung, 
have been visited with a famine so 
ghastly and destructive that the horrors 
pictured by Shelley in the “ Revolt of 
Islam” pale in comparison with the 
miseries which are now happening 
under the eyes of the relief distributors. 
Tho Government is not idle or un- 
sympathetic, and, according to ita lights, 
is doing much to assist tho afilicted 
rogion ; but how much moro might have 
beon dove if tho country had beon 
opened ten or fourteen years ago, and 
railways had brought the suffering 
millions within spoedy reach of the

PUBLIC MATTERS IN SHANGHAI. 
More or less intimately the decline of 
forensic eloquence is associated with a 
lessened ability for public life ; and in 
the present generally apathetic con- 
dition of Shaughai, we notice a marked 
retrogression in both respects from the 
standard formerly prevailing. Compared 
with the animation exhibited some t 
or fifteen years ago, the present style 
of conducting a public meeting ex- 
hibits an unwholesome retrogression, 
which certainly does not speak much 
for the intellectual energy of the com- 
munity, and which we fear betokens 
lesa knowledge or less interest in tho 
objects sought to bo attained. Possibly, 
the most noteworthy instance of the 
declino of tho public life of Shanghai was 
to be noticed in the last annual mect- 
ing of Ratepayors, which discussed, to 
ite own satisfaction apparently, all that 
affected the interests and management 
of the Settlements for an entire twelve 
mouths in a short sitting of two hours, 
during which scarcely one single matter 
of moment excited the slightestcomment 
from an assemblage seemingly anxious 
only to hurry over @ distastefal matter of 
daty before the sounding of the breakfast 
gong. But we find the like apathy ex- 
tendivg in other directions. The meet- 
ings of local mercantile companies are 
as devoid of intelligent interest as that 
of the Ratepayers; and the annual 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, 
before which business of importance to

the mercantile interests of the place 








should especially come, wascharacterised 
by the same want of energy. If we look 
farther into the social undertakings of 
the Settlements, we may notice a like 
departure from the wholesome pre- 
cedents of former days. The Amateur 
Dramatic Corps cannot supply with 
recruits the losses which year by 
year ita ranks sustain, The Debating 
Society is a thing of the past; and even 
at the local branch of the Asiatic 
Soviety the task of carrying ona dis- 
cussion as to the merits of, or opinions 
pressed in, the various papers, is left 
the hands of one or two members. 
It is somewhat difficult to comprehend 
the reason of all this. We are all 
aware that a certain class of directors 
and councillors look with disfavour on 
too mach questioning or expression of 
opinion ata public meeting. Bot this 
is rather @ consequence than a cause 
of the apathy of the community. 
Representative men take their tone 
from those whom they represent, and 
were the community in earnest its re- 
presentatives would bo of # different 
stamp. As it is, with a loss of vigour 
0 lont. vigour in notion, 
na dio ont, nothin, 
brought forward to fill their place,and the 
avonuo for distinction is yearly becom 
moro and more confived. Doubtloss 
external circumstances have had much 
general decay in in 
ity, but we cannot 
attribute it altogether to this cause, 
‘The present community might at 
least stir itself up, and though the 
ight not be very brilliant, it 
would at leust be better thau the pres.

Nor is tho present position of affairs 
conducive to private prosperity. The 
man who confines himself to a single 
idea, and who permite his mind to 
run iu ® groove, does not in the 
long run prove himself the suecessfal 
mau of business. If it were so, Shang. 
hai would at the present time be fall 
of millionaires, while we know only too 
well that the contrary is the case. The 
Labit of confining all one’s thoughts to 
oue object, and that a very restricted 
one, is reully at the bottom of our 
grief, Fow of our men of business 
study anything beyond their own 
immediate dopartmout. They have 
been silk-men or tea-men, aud silk and 
ten-men they are to the end of their 
career. The prejudices imbibed dar. 
ing their early career are strength. 
ened with age, and when called on to 
conduct anything out of their ancient 
groove they prove themselves unequal 
to the occasion. When we remember 
that it is from these classes our public 
men are drawn, we may be the less 
surprised at the result; but if the idea 
that the surest rond to prosperity con. 
sisted in a capability of taking 
general grasp of affeirs rather than in 
a narrow adherence to detail, we should 
find our community lifted a little above 
ite present level. "

“At this period, 
when @ succession of seasous of dearth 
has bronght about a famine of euch 
magnitude; with festering misery and 
want so prominently before our eyex, 
t acknowledge that this calamity 
is « visitation from heaven, in con 
quence of faults and omissions in the 
administration of Government.” And 
tho most rigid and minute economy is 
enforced, 8 a daty on all classes, in 
order to place fands at the disposal of 
the Relieving Boarde, and eo to miti- 
gate the wretchedness of the famine- 
atrioken districts, as thoroughly and as 
ly a9 pos The avzicty is 
natural ; indeed, it would be inconceiv- 
able, if so prodigious a oalamity did 
not fill the rulers of China with very 
considerable alarm, The iden that the 

















‘and the belief that it is a visitation on 
the rulers for neglecting their duties is 
& belief which finds wide acceptance 
amongst the Chinese. A long serios of 
disasters induces the opinion that 
heaven is angry with the Sovereign, 
for certain sins of omission or commis- 
sion ; and over and over again the result 
of this opinion, when it hardens into a 
conviction, has been the subversion of 
@ dynasty, In order to understand this 
thoroughly, we must little below 
the peonliar 
mn ~which the 
Emperor holds, not only the 
seoular raler, but the high priest of 
the State religion ; and one of the main 
features of this venerable system is the 
worship of the earth. Not only does 
the Sovereign, on the most solemn of 
all occasions, worship the b 
sky, but he sacrifices with an august 
and superb ceremonial to the earth, 
which is called “Imperial,” as well as 
the heavens, and to the gods of the 
land and grain. We are wo apt to 
apenk loosely of Chineso religion con- 
sisting of the worship of aucentors, that 
we miss these important fertures of the 
national creed, and therefore under- 
stand very imperfectly the relation in 
which the Emperor stands to the people. 
He is the lord of the soil, and the un. 
disputed ruler of some four Lundred 
millions of human beings, and he is 
also the high priest of an ancient and 
mysterious, oult, which has for its ob- 
jects of worship the powers of natare,— 

the sky, the earth, the grain, the clouds, 
the rain, aud the thunder. Thue, 
then, when. the heavens pour down

divine powers are angry with map, bat 
there are indications that there is 
something amiss with the Pontifex 
Maximus.

riod, when a succession of seasons of 
Rearth has brought about a famine of such 
magnitude ; with festering misery and want 
so prominently before our eyes [We mus 
acknowledge], that this calamity is a visita- 
tion from Heaven, in consequence of faults 
and omissions in the administration of 
Government. The members of the Grand 
Council, whose duty it is to assist Us in the 
direction and control of important affairs 
of state, are most certainly to blame both 
for their failure in the suggestion of re- 
medies to Us, as well as in their neglect 
to adopt them on Our behalf. We imagine 
that no one would presume, while acknow- 
ledging this calamity to be a visitation 
from Heaven, to attribute the short- 
comings that provoked it [entirely to Us 
as} the head of the state. Be this how- 
ever as it may, at a time | 
when the calamity is so widely spread and 
has endured for so long a time, when the 
Court is a0 unwearying in its efforts and 80 
unceasing in its solicitude, the Prince and 
Ministers [who are charged with the control 
of the aflairs of the Empire] in that in the 
presence of this visitation they have failed 
to dovise any means whatsoever for the 
cue of the sufferers, have been guilty of 
shortcomings for which they cannot casily 
find an excuse. We command therefore 
that, the Prince of Kung be committed to 
the Imperial Clan Court for the adjudication 
of the severest form of penalty, and 
the Ministers Pao Yin, Shén ’Kwei-fén, 
King Lien and Wang Wén-shao be similarly 
comunitted to the Yamén whose business it 
is, for the adjudication of the severest 
penalties.

Constant applications 
are mado for leave, and extensions of the 
auine when it has expired, and it is much to 
bo fenred that in anany instances thay aru 
only a protoxt for indulgence in idloness 














and sloth. In future more energy and con- 
scientiousness must be displayed by officers 
of every grade ; levity of conduct or care- 
lessness in the performance of official 
duties will be punished by prompt dismissal. 
‘The same decree refutes a charge of extra 
‘vagance in palace expenditure, brought by 
the Deputy Supervisor, and concludes with 
an order that no eunuchs are to allowed 
outside the palace grounds except those 
who may be sent out on business. Any 
who may be found wandering about the 
streets, or purchasing curiosities and valu- 
ables, are to be soreny | pore by the 
officers of the Imperi lousehold. The 
Captains-General and Commandants in 
charge of the palace gates are instructed to 
enforce the prohibition against the entry 
of unauthorised persons into the palace 
grounds; and all workmen and official 
underlings, whose duty calls them within 
the precincts of the forbidden city, are 
to be carefully searched on their entry 
and exit, that tradesmen and may 
be prevented from introducing articles 
for sale. While such strict economy is 
being exercised by the Court, it behoves all 
officials, in the capital and the provinces, 
to eschew feasting and company, and be 
rigidly economical in their personal ex- 
penditure. ~ 
(4) A memorial from Yuan Pao-héng, 
special high commissioner for famine relief 
in Honan, submitting a proposal for the 
raising of money to meet present wants. 
Ever since the arrival of the memorialist 
in the province, he has repeatedly sub- 
mitted the necessity of borrowing from 
the various provincial exchequers, as well 
as from wealthy merchants at a fixed rate 
of interest, which loans he proposed should 
be repaid from the land tax of the province. 
‘The proposal was referred to the Board of 
Revenue, who gave their consent, subject 
to a condition that the necessary funds for 
repairs to river works, support of the pro- 
vincial army, and annual bald to Peking, 
should first be set aside. This practically 
amounts to a refusal, for the revenue from 
land tax, estimated at Taels 3,000,000, but 
in reality amounting to no more than Taels 
2,000,000 in the best seasons, is barely 
sutticient to meet the headings of expendi- 
ture indicated by the Board. Unless, there- 
fore, the subsidy for Peking, which is the 
item of the three, remitted for 
at least ten years, it will be impossible to 
extricate the province from its financial 
embarrassments, Money is being rapidly 
paid out, and must continue to be paid 
out, while none is coming in. Each day 
that passes sees an increase of distre 
‘There are at present between five and 
million people to be fed, and nothing short 
of two or three million taels will rescue 
them from the jaws of death. Money must 
be got, and the memorialist can think of no 
other way of getting it but by borrowing. 
The provincial authorities will, however, 
be loth to part with their funds unless 
hopes can be held out of these being repaid 
within two or three years ; nor will wealthy 
merchants come forward with their money 
unless they have reasonable security. After 
much thought, the memorialist haa, he 
thinks, hit upon a plan. It is well known 
that there is a strong competition 
the merchants engayed in theSzech’ 
Hwai-ngan salt “trades respectively. In 
consequence of the cessation of the latter 
trade during the rebellion, licenses were 
granted to Szech'wan traders to sell their 
salt in the Hukwang provinees, which pro- 
perly belonged to the Hwai-ngan area, 
Now that the trade of the latter place has 
been revived, Szech'wan merchants are 
prohibited from continuing to sell their 
salt in the provinces above-mentioned. 
‘They are, however, naturally unwilling to 
relinquish so lucrative a business, and the 
comwequonce is that snuggling is rife, 
the Hvai- trade in injured, and 
the revenue suffers materially. ‘The memo- 
rialist now proposes that the prohi-

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the Hukwang portion of the Hwai- 
area shall be removed, and in lieu thereo! 
double the present “lekin duty shall be 
levied on all Szech’wan salt in these pro- 
¥inees. This will lead to one of two results. 
Either the prohibitive tariff will drive 
Szech’wan salt out of this market, or, as he 
thinks most probable, an immense gain to 
the revenue will be obtained. in 
crease he proposes to devote to the liquida- 
tion of debts contracted by Honan. With 
the security afforded by this arrangement, 
there will ‘be nv difficulty in borrowing 
money for immediate wants, The plan 
should be tried for a year, and extended 
for a longer period if it succeeds, When 
the Honan debt is paid off, a portion of the 
revenue derived from this source should be 
applied to the reimbursement of the Hwai- 
ngan traders, whose profits have been cur- 
tailed.—Referred, by rescript, for the 
immediate consideration of the Board of 
Revenue. 

March Slst.—(1) A decree referring to 
an appeal case from Héh Lung-kiang, in 
which the appellant declared that his bro- 
ther, who was said to have hanged him- 
self, met his death by foul play. ‘The case 
was twice referred to the Military Governor, 
and, aa reported by him, corpse examiners 
from Moukden had arrived to hold an 
inquest, but matters were brought to a 
standstill on account of the obstinate 
refusal of the relatives of the deceased to 
consent to the “steaming” process, The 
Court of Censors now report that one 
Wang Fang-lien has again appealed, com- 
plaining that the Secretary and corpse 
examiners sent from Moukden to conduct 
the inquest, in insisting upon the relatives 
of the deceased giving their written con- 
sent to the steaming process, intended, by 
disintegration of the body, to obliterate all 
traces of violence used. Ho declares that 
when the coftin was opened by the Secru- 
tary, the body was not decayed at all. 
The Military Governor of Kirin is now 
directed to hear the case; the coffin and 
parties to the suit are to be removed to the 
city of Kirin, and the matter carefully 
and thoroughly gone into, (See Gazette of 
20th March.)

(4) Tin Twung-ying, Governor of Kiangui, 
returns thanks for his appointment to the 
Governorship of Honan, and begs per- 
mission to be allowed to come to Peking 
to have audience.—Granted by rescript, 

(6) The same officor reports the arrival 
of the Annamese tribute mission on their 
way back to Annan. Thoy expressed 
iitemselves profoundly grateful. for the 
generous and liberal treatment. they had 
received at the hands of His Majesty the 
Emperor, who, they informed the memo- 
rialist, had been graciously pleased to grant 
them an audience, and bestow upon them 
some complimentary scrolls. His Majeaty 
had also given them an Imperial Letter for 
the King of Annam, with presents of silks, 
satins, and other articles. After resting a 
few days at the provincial capital, they 
were sent on under escort to their own 
country. 

April Ist.—(1) A decree in answor to a 
memorial from a Deputy Supervisor of 
Instruction referring for the consideration 
of the Governors of Shansi and Honan a 
suggestion that inducements should be 
offered to merchants to import grain into 
the famine districts. ‘The memorialiat pro- 
poses that for evory hundred piculs of grain 
Imported, a reduction of several tons of 
tacla on tho duties loviable on other goods 
shall be granted, in addition to exemption 
from lekin and othor taxes on the grain 
iteolf. In compliance with « suggestion 
from the same memorialist, Li Hung-chang 
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is directed to reopen an investigation into 
the circumstances of the burning of the 
relief establishment at Tientsin, with a 
view to ascertaining the truth of certain 
charges brought against the officers on duty 
at the time. ‘The same memorialist points 
out that the result of the abolition of relief 
agencies at Tientsin and Pao-ting-fu has 
been a great influx of refugees into the 
capital, and suggests the re-establishment 
of relief agencies outside Peking. ‘The cor- 
rectness of his views is admitted, and Li 
Hung-chang is called upon to re-establish 
the agencies that were abolished. The 
Governor-General is also directed, in 
pliance with » third and last suggestion 
from the memorialiat, to see that, relief is 
afforded to all sufferers from the famine in 
Chihli, which it is stated is not confined to 
the Ho-kien prefecture as earlier reported. 

(2) A Decree. Let Sun Kia-nai, Expect- 
ant Reader of the Han-lin College, officiate 
as probationer in the Yi K’iny Kuug. 

(8) The Prince of Kung and members of 
the Grand Council memorialise to the effect 
that it was the custom in earlier days to 
apply every five years for permission to 
draw up a record in Chinese of military 
events, two copies being made ; one for ref- 
erence and the other for preservation. 
In the 4th year of Hien Féng, when the 
papers relating to military affairs were very 
numerous, permission was applied for and 
granted to reduce the term from five years 
to three.

known as the surplus of the Chinese 
Indemnity Fund. It is well known that 
after all just claims had been paid from the 
money received from the Chinese Govern- 
ment for the losses sustained by American 
citizens in China, up to November, 1857, 
there remained a surplus in 1867 of about 
$240,000, ‘This was received that year in 
this country, and has since been continually 
increasing by the accrued interest. 

In view of the action taken by Congress

Thus no amount of expense and ingen- 
nity has been thought excessive when 
brought to bear upon the production of a 
lamp that shall meet requirements which, 
though not many, are absolutely indispens- 
able. What a lamp has to do may be best 
understood if we consider, tirst, the force 
it has to utilize and control. few words, 
therefore, on the electric light pure and 
imple, without reference to lamps or any 
thing else. 

Whenever a current” of cleetricity, no 
matter how produced, traverses a conductor 
of whatsvever kind, if that conductor be 
not sulliciently large in sectional 
convey the current as fast as it is generated, 
heat Will be developed, as surely 
will burst if. it not relieve it: 
fluid forced inte it, 

‘The amount of heat thus develop 
ponds on the relation the quanti 
current bears to the conductor 
are, therefore, constructed to furnish 
enormous volumes of electricity, or tec:uni- 
cally, currents uf great quantity. ‘The 
conductors leading from cach end of the 
machine-coils are made of copper rope,

‘Now all are furnished at_ their 
ied ends with a pointed stick of 
bout half an 
inch square, which fits into a socket in 
metallic comnetion with the rype con 
ductor. 

If these two carbon points are parted, 
only by the thousandth of an inch of air, 
no current passes ; but if they are browslit 
into actual contact aud the cirenit thus 
made be completed through them, it 
occurs that, in consequence of the carbon 
being such a conductor of electricity, it 
cannot convey it away as fast as the con- 
ductors are supplied with it ; great heat is 
at once developed and the carbons will 
decome heated to an intense white heat, 
and would probably melt the sockets which 
attach them to the conductors if allowed 
to remain so, 

This state of white heat, although it 
would greatly assist by its light, is how- 
ever undesirable, and is rarely,’ if ever, 
used. 

Now if the two points when once bi 
into contact be pulled a little apart 
quarter of an inch, a phenomenon ovcnrs, 
the cause of which has to our mind been 
very inadeynately explained by ‘the 
transfer of clements” theory ; dnt as we 
are writing popularly, this part of the sub- 
ject need tot be discussed.

springs, clockwork and magnets. ‘Their 
action is generally as follows : the carbons 
being made to touch, are separated by hand, 
and the current acting on a catch by means 
of an electro-magnet detains the carbons 
where placed.
